CAPITAL STOCK ONLY $3000 


BUT PROVISION IS MADE FOR IN- 
CREASE AT ANY TIME. 


(he Name of the Company Is ‘The 
United States Steel Corporation,” 
and Its Purposes Are Fully 
Set Out. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 25.—Articles of incor- 
poration of the United States Steel cor- 
poration were filed today at the office of 
the county clerk of Hudson County, New 
Jersey. This concern is the gigantic Mor- 
gan-Carnegie combine. The agent of the 
new corporation in New Jersey is the Hud- 
gon Trust Co. of 51 York street, Hoboken. 

The incorporators are Charles C. Cluff, 
William J. Curtis and Charles McVeagh. 

The total authorized capital stocks is $3000, 
Givided into 30 shares of $100 each. The 

rovision is made that the stoeks may be 
Sc opaut at. any time. 

The plan of organization is largely as has 
been outlined. Figures for the securities of 
thexompanies to be merged are placed much 

igher than had been generally anticipated,

MOB LED BY A CLERGYMAN 


CRUSADERS WORE WHITE HAND- 
KERCHIEFS OVER THEIR FACES. 


Riot Call Sounded and When the Police 
Arrived Shooting Began and J. W. 
Adams Fell Mortally 
Wounded. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Feb. 2%.—J. W. Adams 
lies at a hospital hovering between life and 
death. He was shot during a midnight raid 
on a North Topeka wholesale liquor house. 
The raid was led by a preacher and a phy- 
sician, and each of the crusaders wore a 
handkerchief over his face. : 

At midnight last night a crowd of from 
thirty to sixty citizens heavily armed with 
revolvers, sledge hammers, crowbars and a 
battering ram broke into the’ wholesale 
liquor house of ‘‘Cash’’ Curtis on West Cur- 
tis street, between Kansas avenue and Jack- 
son street, and smashed the beer found 
there. Three policemen drove the crowd 
back. Both the policemen and the citizens 
fired their revolvers, and J. W. Adams, a 
carpenter living at 524 West Grant street, 
was shot twice in the breast. He was taken 
in a hack to Riverside Hospital, where he 
lies in a precarious condition. 


Doctor and Preacher 
Both Arrested. 

Dr. M. R. Mitchell and Rev. F. W. Emer- 
son were both arrested by the police. Rev. 
Mr. Emer3on was taken to the police sta- 
tion, where he was booked under the charge 
of resisting an officer. He was allowed to 
go upon his own recognizance. Dr. Mitchell 
took the injured man to the hospital in a 
hack, and was allowed to stay and admin- 
ister to him without giving bond. 

The three officers, Patrolmen Downey, 
Boyles and Private Watchman Connors, 
claim that Adams was shot by his own 
crowd while he was retreating from the 
place where the liquors were smashed, and 
Adams says that he was shot by a police- 
man, but does not know who. Connors says 
that his revolver, a Smith & Wesson 358- 
caliber, was knocked from his hand. Of- 
ficer Downey says he did not arrive at the 
scene of the trouble until it was about over, 
and Officer Boyles, who carries a Colt’s 4- 
caliber revolver, claims that the two shots 
he fired were in the air, and that he did not 
aim at anyone.

The crowd turned south on Jackson street 
and crossed the rear of the lots between the 
street and the liquor house. 

In one of the yards, by a woodpile, was a 
log a foot thick at the large end and about 
ten feet long. A half dozen men seized the 
log and used it as a battering ram, The 
men with the log rushed at the door, and at 
the first blow the lock was broken, the door 
Save way and the crowd rushed in. 

At the first rush the lantern which the 
crowd carried was extinguished and the 
work was done in the dark. 

Three men stood on the inside and passed 
the cases and kegs of beer to men in the 
doorway, who threw them into the yard to 
be smashed. The crowd used heavy sledges, 
axes, mason’s hammers and crowbars. The 
Owners of the beer made no resistance. 


Police Arrive; 
Adams Shot. 


Patrolman Boyles and Watchman Connors 
were called from the Union Pacific depot, 
two blocks away, and were the first officers 
there. They entered the yard from Curtis 
street and drove the crowd back. Before the 
officers arrived thirty cases and two kegs 
of beer had been smashed and the debris 
was scattered over the yard. 

When the officers arrived the crowd fell 
back to a ditch near Jackson street, where 
the leaders succeeded in rallying the forces. 
While the crowd was being driven back, 
When the 
crowd retreated to Jackson street the offi- 
cers were near the building, and Adams was 
between the officers and the crowd. When 
he was shot he fell by a pile of wood. 

Officer Boyles claims that Adams was 
facing west and running toward the crowd 
when he was shot. When Adams fell the 
crowd thought he had tripped over the pile 
of wood. He did not rise and several ran to 
his assistance. He was carried to Jackson 
Street. When the ctowd found that one of 
the number had been wounded and was be- 
ing taken to a hospital the members quickly 
dispersed. 

Officers Boyles and Downey arrested Dr. 
Mitchell and Rev. Mr. Emerson. The pa- 
trol wagon was called and Rev. Mr. Emer- 
50n was taken to the police station. When 
he reached the station the officers saw that 
his left hand was cut and bleeding. He was 
booked, and at 3 o'clock was allowed to go 
to his home. 

Chief Stahl was summoned from his home 
and went directly to the scene of the 
trouble, but did not arrive there until the 
crowd had left. When the crowd had lef:

tles were carried into the building and a 
man stood guard near the building wew a 
shotgun.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—Because he 
cannot tolerate social equality with an of- 
ficer from among the ‘“‘common people,” 
Rear-Admiral Sampson has vetoed the ap- 
plication of Charles Morgan, a gunner on 
the cruiser New York, for the position of 
ensign in the navy. The remarkable cor- 
respondence in which this attitude of the 
rear-admiral is unmistakably set forth is 
on the official files. 

Morgan made formal application on Feb. 
13 for recommendation for examination, as 
he had served under him on the New York. 
On the next day Sampson forwarded the 
application with this indorsement: 

“Mr. Morgan has good professional abuil- 
ity. He also has, which distinguishes him 
from most other warrant O&ficers, a gen- 
tlemanly bearing. He would probably com- 
pare favorably, both professionally and in 
personal conduct and bearing, with other 
ensigns, as far as his technical education 
would permit. 

“It is earnestly to be hoped, however, 
that the secretary of navy will not find it 
necessary to take advantage of the author- 
ity to be granted him to appoint a certain 
number of warrant officers to the grade 
of ensigns. 

“They are recruited from a class of men 
who have noi had the social advantages 
see are a requisite sor a commissioned of- 
ficer. 

“Once they wre commissioned they will 
have the same social standing as other of- 
ficers, and no distinctidn properly could be 
made in extending general invitations. The

The 
capital stock of the company is given in the 
incorporation papers as $300,000. 

Edwin F. Goltra of St. Louis, 
dent and general manager of the American 
Steel and Foundry Co., of which Rolla 
Wells is president, is the prime mover in 
the organization of the new company. 

He says that it was he who sent Attorney 
Shepley to New Jersey to file the incorpora- 
tion papers. 

“T am building a steel plant in the City 

Mexico,”’ said Mr. Goltra to'‘the Post- 
Dispatch, ‘‘and it was in connection with 
the establishment of this plant that the 
new company was incorporated. The Uni- 
yersal Steel Co. has nothing to do with the 
American Steel Foundry Co. or any other 
St. Louis steel company.”

Unconditional] Surrender Will Be Mr.

Citizens’ Movement May Be 
Started in His Behalf. 


NEW ELECTION BOARD MET 


PARKER AND ZACHRITZ WILL BE 
EQUALLY REPRESENTED. 


Chris Hanson, Candidate for Swedish 
Consulate, Visits Local Repub- 
lican Headquarters—Gen- 
eral Political News. 


Zach W. Tinker, defeated candidate for 
the Democratic nomination for mayor, re- 
turned from New Orleans Monday. To 


friends Mr. Tinker said he had not decided 
whether to run as an independent candi- 
date for mayor or not. 

Frank R Tate, Mr. Tinker’s political man- 
ager, said to the Post-Dispatch Monday 
morning: 

“The question whether a citizen's move- 
ment shall be started, with Mr. Tinker as 
the candidate for mayor, will be decided 
at a conference of his friends this after- 
noon or evening. He has received hundreds 
of letters both from Democrats and Repub- 
licans, urging him to make the race. 

He is urged by these letters to save the 
city from falling into the hands of a po- 
litical trust, which, once in power, could 
never be dislodged. If 1500 policemen and 
attaches can be molded into so powerful a 
machine as that which was used against 
Tinker in the Democratic primaries what 
would happen with 6000 municipal offices 
under the same control. 

‘Tinker’s eandidacy, if he decides to make 
an independent race, would result either in 
his own ‘election or that of a Republican 
mayor, either of which would be preferable 
to Wells.”’ 

The politicians who supported Mr. Tinker 
at the primaries are divided as to whether 
he should run as an independent. Many of 
‘them say they value “regularity” too high- 
ly to take part in what they term a “bolt.” 

Charles F. Kelly of the Twentieth ward 
said Monday morning: “If I enter the con- 
ference of Mr. Tinker’s friends it will be 
to advise against this proposed independent 
movement. In my opinion a Democratic 
fight shovld end at the primaries.”’ 

Mr. Tinker said to the Post-Dispatch Mon- 
day afternoon that it might be two or three 
days before he reached a decision. 

The Tinker headquarters, in the Columbia 
Theater building, are still open and the big 
red banner has not been taken down from 
across Sixth street.

' THE NEW STAR OBSERVED. 


Prof. Campbell Tells of Its Position, 
Brightness and Characteristics. 

LICK OBSERVATORY, Cal., Feb. 25.— 
The following is furnished by Prof. W. W. 
Campbell, astronomical director: 

“Our first opportunity for securing ob- 
servations of Anderson’s new star discov- 
ered in Edinburgh on the 2ist, occurred 
Sunday forenoon. The star was easily found 
in full sunlight with a 12-inch telescope. At 
ll a. m. it was fully half a magnitude 
brighter than the first magnitude star Ca- 
pella with which it was compared. At 7 p. 
m. it was fully half a magnitude fainter 
than Capella, a decline of a whole magni- 
tude sinee noon. Its brightness continued to 
decrease throughout the evening. 

“Its accurate position, as observed by 
Prof. Tucker, is right ascension 3h. 24m. 28s. 
and declination 43d. 33m. and 54s. 

“The star has been observed with the 
Mills spectroscope. Its spectrum is peculiar, 
in that it contains no trace of either bright 
or dark iines in the blue and violet. Its light 
appears to be strictly continuous, though a 
few extremely broad bands exist. This is 
very unusual in the case of a new star. 

“This new star can be seen by all in the 
constellation perseus, of which it is now the 
brightest member.”’ 


ART AT THE BUFFALO SHOW. 


Director Coffin Has Secured a Great 
Foreign Display. 

LONDON, Feb. 25.—William A. Coffin, di- 
rector of fine arts for the Pan-American 
Exposition at Buffalo, will sail on Wednes- 
day on the Germanic for New York, after 
a brief, but successful tour. In addition to 


works of sculpture and paintings from 
American artists already secured in Paris, 
he has made arrangements in London with 
nearly all painters entitled to exhibit their 
works exclusively in the exposition. He 
has obtained several portraits by Sargent, 
Abbey’s “Queen Eleanor Doing Penance, 

and works by Melchers, George Wetherbee, 
George Hitchcock, William Loring, Joseph 
Pennell. and other well-known American 
artists. He is confident that the art ex- 
hibit at Buffalo will be greatly enriched by 
the works for which he has made arrange- 
ments abroad in that it will be remark- 
ably effective in sculpture, oil paintings and 
black and white. 


AMERICANS AND THE MEMORIAL 


They Will Contribute to Queen’s 
Monument Under Condition. 
LONDON, Feb. 25.—The Victoria memorial 
is headed by Archbishop Temple, Lord Sal- 
isbury and Lord Rosebury, and will be or- 
ganized on broad lines, so as to include all 


classes in the United Kingdom and India, 
Australia, Canada and other self-governing 
colonies. The American society in London 
has taken measures for joining in the move- 
ment, and enabling Americans everywhere 
to express their appreciation for the charac- 
ter of the Queen. F. C. Vanduser, chairman, 
Newton Crane and other members of the 
governing committee have appointed their 
bankers and made other arrangements for 
co-operating with the general movement 
and representing American opinion on this 
question.

It is understood that the most severe lot 
of measures aimed at insurance interests 
ever introduced in the Missouri Legislature 
are now pending at Jefferson City. Indeed, 
it is claimed that more»bills detrimental to 
insurance have been presented there than 
in any other State of the Unton this year. 
Life insurance, which is usually treated 
with rather more consideration than many 
other. interests, by reason of the fact that 
it is a matter in which so large a share of 


the conservative public is concerned, has 
been the subject of more injurious bills this 
session than ever before. 

Some of these aim to levy a prohibitory 
tax on the premium receipts of all 
the companies, particularily those  or- 
ganized n other States. A 
should tax home companies 2 per cent 
of its premium receipts and _ outside 
companies 4 per cent, would not only estop 
the latter from doing business in the State, 
but would cause other States to retaliate by 
a like tax on all the business any Missouri 
company might do within their confines.

THE WEEK IN LEAD AND ZINC. 
Prospects Are Bright and Capacities 
Are to Be Increased. 

JOPLIN, Mo., Feb. %.—The recent ad- 

vances in the price of spelter has stimu- 
lated the zinc ore market. and the arrange- 
ment to export 50,000 tons of Missouri-Kan- 
sas zinc ore to Europe this year has also 
had sore effect. Considerable ore is left 
in the bins because of the lack of cars for 
hauling it to be smelters. 
_ Lead ore also was unusually active dur- 
ing the week, and advanced 5% per 1000 
pounds, the entire output selling at $23 per 
1000 pounds delivered. 

Zine ore's top price was $27 a ton ,in the 
bin. A large amount of high-grade ore 
brought top prices, and some mine owners 
refused that price for their ore. A year 
ago zinc ore’s top price was $34.50 a ton 
and lead ore’s price was $27.50 per 1000 
pounds. 

Robert Lanyon, the veteran Kansas 
smelter man, is arranging to return to the 
business of manufacturing speiter, and 
several of the Kansas smelters are prepar- 
ing to largely increase their capacity in 
anticipation of great activity in the ore 
market. 

Last week's output of zinc ore was a big 
increase over the preceding week, the sales 
showing 45 car loads gain

Prof. Wright Has Seen Them 
in Asiatic Travels. 


EXTENDED TO MT. 
ARARAT’S BASE 


REMAINS OF MAN FOUND DEEP 
DOWN IN THE EARTH. 


It Is Cartain Also That There Was a 
Period of Instability of the Earth’s 
Crust, Giving Credence to 
Biblical Story. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 25.—Letters have just 
been received here from the Rev. Dr. 
George Frederick Wright, the authority on 
the glacial period and biblical geology, tell- 
ing of the results of his search in Asia 
for evidences that the deluge covered the 
whole earth. 

Dr. Wright secured leave of absence from 
Oberlin, Ohio, University and sailed for 
Japan early last year. He went at once to 
Biberia and began his work. His son ac- 
companied him.as an assistant. The pro- 
fessor went all through Siberia, and then 
proceeded to Syria via the Ural and Cau- 
casus mountains. In a letter received in 
New York last week from him at Jerusalem, 
Prof. Wright says: 

“The account of the flood in the Bible 
Is not such as to lead us to expect much

direct geological evidence of it. A submerg- 
ence of a year several thousand years ago 
would leave few signs which are not obliter- 
ated by time. 

“The Bible history stands on its own 
merits and has independent value. The main 
uestion of geological interest is: Are 
there insuperable objections to the account: 
The answer to this question turns upon the 
‘eological theories concerning the possible 
or probable rate at which changes of land 
levels may proceed. Lyell’s theory of uni- 
formitarianism has been pushed too far 
and has had too much Influence in dis- 
crediting the theory of geological catastro- 
phes. Prof. Prestwich’s great work on 
geology does much to counteract the er- 
rors of Lyell and his followers. 
“Catastrophes comparable to the flood are 
not strange things in geology. The glacial 
period was connected with a _ series of 
catastrophes. I have traveled 12,000 miles 
in Asia to find evidences of the glacial per- 
iod and have found none. There was no 
general glaciation of eastern and central 
Asia, as there was of America and Europe. 
“Rut I have found indisputable evidence 
of an extensive submergence of the land ex- 
tending to the base of Mount Ararat and 
that this submergence was subsequent to 
the time of man on the earth. The Russian 
geologists have recently found remains of 
man deep down in the deposits connected 
with this period of submergence. 

“The one point of certainty is that since 
man’s appearance there has been a period 
of instability in the earth’s crust in north- 
ern and central Asia, which shows that 
the Biblical account of the flood is an en- 
tirely credible story.”’ 

The theory of uniformitarianism  con- 
ceived by the famous geologist Lyell, which 
Prof. Vright criticises, is that the 
stratification of the earth's surface due to 
different geological periods was in large 
measure uniform over the whole earth, 
and that catastrophes were of almost no oc- 
currence in the history of the earth’s crust. 

The debate over the deluge question has 
been waged for 300 years, and Prof. Wright's 
investigations will probably reopen it with 
energy.

The ruling of Judge Fursman of the New York Supreme

Under the common law there were two ways of proving 
handwriting: One was by a witness who had seen a person 
writing; the other by a witness who had been in correspond- 
ence with the person and was, therefore, familiar with his 
handwriting.

Credit Mobilier of America was a joint 
Stock company, organized in May 1863, with 
& capital of $2,500,000. The charter was 
purchased January, 1867, by a company 
constructing the Union Pacific Railroad, 
and the stock, which was increased to $3,- 
750,000, rose to a high price, paying enor- 
mous dividends, earned in connection with 
Pacific Railroad construction. In 1872, in 
certain legal proceedings, it appeared that 


several members of Congress and Vice- 
President Schuyler Colfax were holders of 
this stock, and a great scandal arose. The 
suspicion was general that some members 
had received stocks as an indirect bribe, 
and a prolonged investigation followed dur- 
ing the session of 1872 and 1873. The House 
of Representatives passed resolutions cen- 
suring Oakes Ames of Massachusetts and 
James Brooks of New York. Nothing came 
of the investigation in the Senate. The 
scandal was reviewed in 1880, when Mr. 
Garfield was candidate for the presidency. 
He was charged with having participated 
in the profits of the Credit Mobilier. 

Star Routes are routes on which con- 
tracts for carrying the United States mafl 
are made upon bids which do not specifiy 
the mode of conveyance, but simply offer 
to carry the mails regularly, safely and 
expeditiously. In 1881 Second Assistant 
Postmaster-General Thomas J. Brady, ex- 
Senator Stephen W. Dorsey of Arkansas 
and others were accused of conspiracy to 
defraud the government in the manage- 
ment of these routes. The first trial re- 
sulted in disagreenient of the jury.

The whole scheme of the Senate bill 
is simply to apply the existing machinery 
under which real and personal property of 
railroads and similar corporations are now 
assessed to the assessment of the franchise 
value of such corporations. The bill does 
not deal with any subject of taxation ex- 
cept the question of franchise taxation. 
Those.who favor the Senate billinsist that 
sections 9339, 9344, 9354, 9354, 9355 and 9387 of 
the Revised Statutes of 1899 furnish all the 
authority required by the state board to se- 
cure information necessary to an honest 
and intelligent judgment upon the assess- 
ment of franchises. 

“It seems, therefore, that both bodies hav- 
ing deciared in favor of the assessment of 
franchises of public corporations, there 
ought not to be great difficulty in a speedy 
agreement upon the two points of difference 
to which I have briefly adverted."’ 

“| have receniiv been advised, much to 
my surprise, by a majority of the members 
of the last State Board of Equalization that 
that board has as a matter of fact here- 
tofore taken into consideration the fran- 
chise value of these corporations in their 
assessment. There have been differences 
in the board as io the value of the fran- 
chises thus considered, but it is beyond 
controversy that, while differing as to 
amount, the board, while not assessing 
franchises as such, has taken into account 
the franchise value of corporations. 

“I think it important that this fact should 
be known at this time in order that the 
people may not be misled or deceived as 
to the probable revenue to be derived under 
a franchise law.”

CHICAGO HAS 41,000 PROTECTED 
GAMBLING SHOPS. 


PROTECTION COSTS $1000 DAY 


This Is Said to Go to the Police and 
Members of the City Aldermanic 
Board. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 25.—More than 4000 pol- 
lcy offices are running wide open in Chi- 
cago, and more than 146,000 plays are made 
daily. The business is controlled by nine 
big companies, backed by prominent poli- 
ticlans who have “‘pulls#’ In the daily play 
more than $31,500 is taken in. 

“Protection” is paid for at the rate of 
$1000 a day from each company. There 
are some struggling companies in the field, 
however, and in several instances the rro- 
tection tax is cut in two. Each company 
takes in from $2000 to $6000 a day. The com- 
pany never pays out more than 20 .per cent 
in ‘‘winnings.’’ 

The ruler of the ‘‘policy’’ world is ‘‘Pat- 
sey’ King. He is the head of a combina- 
tion which includes Aldermen Kenna and 
Coughlin, ex-Southtown Collector ‘Ben’ 
Barnett, ““‘Tom’’ McNally, a relative of 
Alderman Couglin, ‘“‘Tom’’ McGinnis and 
“Mush Mouth"’ Johnson. The protection 
money goes to the aldermen and the police.

DR. J. P.. PETERS MAKES STRONG 
CHARGES AGAINST POLICE. 


CITY CONTROLLED BY A RING 


Not Only Is Vice Protected, but Busi- 
ness Interests Pay Tribute to the 
Blackmailers, 


NEW YORK, Feb. 25.—The Rev. J. P. 
Peters, rector of 8t. Michael's Protestant 
Episcopal Church, in his sermon last night 
spoke upon the present conditions of vice 
and police corruption in this city. 

“You all remember,” he said, “the ringing 
letter from Bishop Potter, which appeared 
last November, describing in vigorous 
terms the awful conditions existing in cer- 


tain districts in our city, and pointing out, 
moreover, how a certain ciergyman of this 
diocese, in company with another, had been 
insulted and treated with the basest con- 
tumely when he attempted to point out to 
a police captain the dreadful things that 
flourished in that captain's district. You 
all remember, too, how this same police 
captain was brought to trial and a dozen 
policemen swore that he had not been 
guilty of the charges, of which chere is not 
one of us that does not believe he was fully 
guilty. 

“This week we have seen the charges 
contemptuously dismissed, and we are 
again brought face to face with this fright- 
ful condition of things wherein leading of- 
fici Is of the city are open and shameless 
in iheir protection of vice. We see, too, a 
gambling ring here, flourishing in all its in- 
iquity and luring our young men to ruin— 
a gambling ring protected by a state sen- 
ator and favored by other city officials. 

This corruption is to be found on every 
side of us. In small things there is sin. 
The police levy tribute on the peddler, on 
the huckster and on the merchant. Busi- 
ness men and corporations pay to the police 
and to those higher in authority sums that, 
if the privileges given in return for them 
sk .uld be granted at all, should be certainly 
turned over to the community. In this way 
we see constant efforts being made to se- 
cure for nothing or for totally inadequate 
value properties which belong by right to 
the community. 

“Of such offenders there aré none worse 
than the street railways, and I will venture 
to say that in this city there is not a sin- 
gle street railway that has not secured by 
fraud or corruption some valuable privil- 
ege or property which belongs to the com- 
munity and to the community alone.

ERNMENT ARE COMPLETE.

GEN. CHAFFEE TO COMMAND 


His Functions Will Be Purely Mili- 
tary and Army Officers Will Be 
Superseded by Civilians. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—Secretary Root 
has practically completed preparations for 
establishing civil government in the Philip~ 


ig enacted by Congress. The secretary has 
been in communication with Judge Taft and 
his associates on the subject. 

One of the schemes suggested was to di- 
vide the archipelago into civil departments, 
over each of which a member of the Phil- 
ippine commission should preside, all to re- 
port to Chairman Taft, who would occupy 
the office of governor-general. The plan 
that will probably be adopted is to keep the 
commission intact, but to make former 
Judge Taft the governor-general and his 
associates members of his cabinet and 
heads of the Supreme Court. It is possible 
that influential natives may be admitted to 
membership in the cabinet. 

Major-General MacArthur will be relieved 
in the spring by Major-General Chaffee. 
The latter's functions will be purely mili- 
tary. His, troops will be at the disposal of 
former Judge Taft for the suppression ot 
disorders, just as the troops of a state 
are available for the maintainance of the 
peace at the call of its governor. It is 
stated that as nearly as possible the new 
government will be much like that which 
the territory of Arizona has today. 

Military officers will be relieved of civil 
duty of whatever character and Americans 
and natives will be employed to attend tu 
all civil matters. 


NOEL MAY BE INNOCENT. 


Another Man Accused of the Crime for 
Which He Is in Jail. 

If the information sworn to Monday 
morning by Mrs. Sarah McDowell, 1914 
Morgan street, in applying for a warrant 
charging Edward Richardson, a _ negro, 
with burglary, be correct, James Noel, col- 
ored, now in jail awaiting trial, is falsely 
imprisoned. 

The discovery of the error is due to the 
prisoner's wife, Sarah Noel, whose persis- 
tent efforts unearthed the information 
which led to Richardson's arrest. 

According to statements of Mrs. Mc- 
Dowell and Mrs. Noel, the former's house 
was entered Feb. 10 and a watch and 
clothing valued at $90 were stolen. <Ac- 
cording to Mrs. Noel’s statement, the prop- 
erty was taken to her home, at 1918 Lin- 
den street, by Edward Richardson, who 
said he would like to leave it there until 
morning. 

The next day the goods were discovered 
by the police and James Noel was arrest- 
ed and charged with burglary. He is await- 
ing his trial, on March 8. 

Mrs. Noel, confident of her husband's in- 
nocence, set to work to find Richardson. 
Patrolman Carr and Sergeant Monahan ar- 
rested the man in the cellar of 2018 Olive 
street Sunday. 

The police say Richardson admits his 
guilt and says he was drunk when he took 
the goods. 


ONLY FOR BANK DEBTS. 


Stockholders Can’t Be Held for Ex- 
penditure of Receiver. 

In an opinion handed down Monday ir the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals, 
Judge Sanborn decided that stockholders 
are responsible only for the actual debts of 
banks in which they hold stock, and not for 
debts incurred by a receiver when one is 
appointed. 

Mrs. Martha E. Smith and Mrs. Sarah E. 
Parker were stockholders in the First Na- 
tional Bank of Sedalia when it went into 
the hands of a receiver. An assessment of 
75 per cent of the stock was made. Mrs. 
Smith and Mrs. Cotton paid it. Perry L. 
de Weese, the receiver, invested the money 
and the investment was unfortunate. An- 
other assessment of 25 per cent was made. 
They declined to pay it. Suit was filed 
againstthem and a judgement was obtained 
They appealed. Judge Sanborn held that 
the last assessment was not legal in that 
because it was not made to pay debts in- 
curred prior to the appointment of a rep» 
ceiver. 


WILL CLEAN CITY STREETS. 


Force of 200 Mer Will Be Put to Work 
Tuesday. 

A thorough cleaning of the improved 
streets and alleys of the city, the first un- 
dertaking of the kind since last August, 
will be commenced by the street depart- 
ment Tuesday morning with a force of 200 
men. 

The alleys, which have been neglected by 
the department since last July, owing to 
lack of funds, will receive the first attention 
of the cleaning force. The district east of 
Jefferson avenue will first be attended to 
and work in the other parts of the city will 
follow. 

When the alleys shall have been cleaned 
throughout the city the improved streets 
will be washed. The money for the work 
about to be commenced was secured by the 
passage of a supplementary appropriation 
by the Council last week.
